policy, and not increase the air force 
for the present. 
He added that the 


rovernment would not be-deterred from 
taking advantage of any movementjn 
the direction of disarmament, - and 
would welcome a new Washington con-, 
ference. 


Lord Londonderry, -who was formerly

surances were imperative regarding the
